To develop a child’s self-control 
to the point where he can go 
alone in security is the aim of all 
teachers and parents, and y et we 
often fail to achieve the aim be­ 
cause of 
our own interference. 
We are afraid he will make a mis­ 
take; we are afraid he will get 
out of hand; we are impatient 
with his fumbling; so we shout, 
"Stop it. 
Do as I tell y ou.” 
"Do as I tell y ou” is fine in time 
of emergency but no emergency is 
lifelong. 
In our way of living an 
emergency comes may be once in 
a span of y ears, as when a child 
swallows a button or his older 
brother climbs out on a limb and 
can’t find his way to earth again. 
Other times it is wiser to stand 
back and give the child a chance 
to help himself to stay out of 
trouble, or, having gotten in to 
find a way out for himself. 
But 
we don’t do that. 
"Now why 
are y ou 
carry ing 
that big thing? 
Here, give it to 
me. 
Yes, y es, it’s altogether too 
heavy for y ou. 
Where are y ou 
lugging it? 
Haven’t I told y ou a 
thousand times y ou are NOT to 
build a hut?

Need the Hard Work 
Most small 
boy s

They 
are not an addition to the land­ 
scape but they are an addition to 
the boy ’s 
growth. 
Planning it, 
building it, furnishing it, using it, 
is a course of study that betters 
many another more loudly praised.

You’ve heard that, many times, 
and it is a reproach to all of us. 
We must help the children to find 
something they like to do and al­ 
low them to do it in their own 
way as far as possible. They will 
make mistakes, they will fall short

an onlooker, an imitator and a 
follower. 
Growth is slow. 
It is 
made up of ex periences—most of 
them seemingly trifling, such as 
digging wells, making huts, shout­ 
ing on the lot in the conviction 
that a ball game is being play ed. 
But each counts its full weight if 
it is a personally carried responsi­ 
bility .

him to co llect the taxes fro m them, then this man 
pay s the taxes o ut o f his o wn accumulated capital. 
So it is no t lo ng, when pro perty is no t so cially 
managed, until the Sheriff sells it fo r taxes. 
We 
do no t need any discriminato ry tax o n misman­ 
agement. 
We already have a unifo rm tax o n 
pro perty . Any tax that is no t unifo rm gives the 
go vernment o fficials entirely to o much discretio n­ 
ary and arbitrary po wer. 
Wh o Pa ys Wa g es 
The autho r o f the bo o k, ho wever, 
do es re­ 
peatedly stress so mething that is little understo o d; 
namely , that the real wages o f wo rkers are the 
pro duct o f o ther wo rkers and auto matic machines. 
The autho r say s, fo r this reaso n, it is impo ssible 
to artificially get high wages. 
First they must 
be pro duced. 
This is so mething that so cial re­ 
fo rmers and tho se who believe in co llective bar­ 
gaining do no t seem to understand. 
The autho r 
very clearly po ints o ut that this being the case, 
every strike reduces the real wages o f every co n­ 
sumer in the wo rld. 
Un io n Wa g es An d Un emp lo ymen t 
He po ints o ut that artificial unio n wages cause 
mo re unemplo y ment than wages o n a no minal 
scale. 
As an illustratio n, he say s "Thirty -seven 
per cent o f the men engaged o n the WPA relief 
pro ject in Cleveland, Ohio , are unio n men, prin 
cipally fro m the building trades. The no rmal per­ 
centage o f wo rkers wrho are unio nized is less than 
ten per cent. 
In o ther wo rds, a unio n man in 
such a high wage field runs fo ur times the risk 
o f being fo rced to ask fo r relief that an o rdinary 
labo rer runs.” 
This o ught to be evidence to all the vo ters that 
wages canno t be raised by law. 
The autho r repeatedly asks, "What go o d is a 
wage scale, if the wo rker do es no t have a jo b? ” 
He po ints o ut that "The security o f the wo rkers 
has no t been impro ved by centuries o f striking. 
The real cause, o f co urse, o f unemplo y ment is 
rewards fo r services being o ut o f balance to such 
an extent that large gro ups are so disheartened 
and disco uraged that they give up and demand 
the go vernment tax tho se who have jo bs to sup­ 
po rt them. 
A Do u b le Red u ctio n 
What mo st peo ple fail to understand is that 
every time a man sto ps wo rking, he reduces the 
real wages o f every man who wo rks. 
And when 
he demands that tho se who wo rk suppo rt him, 
the wo rkers, are, thus, having a do uble reductio n 
in their pay . The indirect tax they pay and the 
smaller reward they receive fo r their labo r be­ 
cause there is less o ther services and co mmo dities 
pro duced to exchange fo r the pro ducts o f their 
labo r. 
Mo st unio n wo rkers think that lo w wages and 
lo w co nsumptio n and big pro ductio n o f o ther 
wo rkers hurts the man who gets high wages 
This is no t the case. 
If half the wo rkers co uld 
wo rk and pro duce witho ut any wages, it wo uld 
raise the real wages o f all o ther wo rkers. 
This 
is a great erro r that advo cates o f unio n labo r fail 
to understand. 
No , there is no way o f resto ring pro sperity by 
the magic way o f incentive taxes.
